Council to introduce 

limit on ‘chuggers’ 

AN AGREEMENT has been signed to limit 
the number of charity fundraisers allowed 
on the streets of Haringey. 

Haringey Council last week committed to a site 
management agreement with the Public Fundraising 
Regulatory Association, which will limit the 
number of fundraisers - or “chuggers”, as they are 
commonly known - in main shopping areas. 

The council’s cabinet acted following a series of 
complaints from residents about hostile and at times 
relentness efforts by charity collectors to get them to 
sign up for direct debit agreements. 

A report from the cabinet meeting last Tuesday 
said that the agreement will cover the shopping 
areas in Crouch End, Highgate, Muswell Hill 
Broadway and High Road, Wood Green, between 
Turnpike Lane and Wood Green Tube stations. 

It added that “the potential existed to extend the 
agreement in the future to cover additional areas in 
the borough as necessary”. 

The agreement means that the number of on-street 
fundraisers and their locations, plus the times and 
days on which they can operate, will be regulated 

It will not be extended to cover charity collectors. 

The SMA is expected to be in place before the end 
of this month and follows a similar agreement which 
is already operating in neighbouring Enfield. 

Nilgun Canver, cabinet member for environment, 
said: “The site management agreement will help 
make sure we strike the right balance between 
allowing responsible charity collections and 
addressing residents’ concerns. 

“We want our high streets to be places where 
people can enjoy going about their shopping without 
worrying they will face a fundraiser every ten yards.” 

David Winskill, Liberal Democrat councillor for 
Crouch End, said: “Any measure to reduce the 
number of chuggers on Crouch End’s streets is to be 
welcomed. However, I am concerned that there has 
been little consultation on this decision to restrict 
chuggers. The council must make more effort to 
consult local people.”

Man sentenced to 12 
years on gun charges 

A TOTTENHAM man has been jailed for 12 
years for his part in an operation selling 
firearms and ammunition. 

Ryan Groves, 39, of Lydford Road, 
pleaded guilty to one count of conspiracy to 
possess a firearm with intent to enable 
another to endanger life and one count of 
possession of ammunition without a 
certificate and was jailed at Wood Green 
Crown Court on Tuesday last week. 

He was sentenced at the end of a six-week 
trial which saw seven men jailed for a total 
of 88 years. It followed a 14-month 
investigation by the Metropolitan Police’s 
Trident Gang Command into three linked 
shootings on the Chingford Hall Estate, in 
Chingford, east London, in April, 2012. 

Officers, who recovered six firearms and a 
large amount of ammunition during the 
investigation, believe the shootings were 
gang-related. 

Detective Inspector Steve Meechan, from 
the Trident team, said: “There have been no 
shootings on the Chingford Hall Estate since 
April 2012.” 

0AP robbed in street 

POLICE have issued an appeal to find a 
man in connection with the street robbery 
of a 93-year-old. 

The pensioner was robbed at 11.13am on 
May 28 in The Weymarks, Weir Hall Road, 
Tottenham. 

The man with whom officers are keen to 
speak about the incident is described as 
black, aged between 20 and 30, about 5ft 
7ins tall and of slim build. He was wearing a 
blue flat cap and blue jeans.

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Carnival flops after 
false chemical scare 

Hundreds stay away as contamination rumours surface

THE organiser of the annual Enfield 
Carnival says he is bitterly disappointed 
by “vicious internet rumours” that led 
to a poor turnout at Saturday’s event. 

Carnival chairman John Ashton told 
the Advertiser that a week before the 
event - which includes a parade from 
Elsinge Golden Jubilee Park to Brims- 
down Sports and Social Club, as well as 
a fete and an evening disco - a post on 
a social networking site said the land at 
the sports ground in Goldsdown Road, 
where the fete was scheduled to take 
place, had been contaminated with 
toxic chemicals. 

Mr Ashton understands that a con¬ 
tainer marked toxic was found during 
maintenance work on football pitches 
but nothing was discovered inside. 

“Somebody got to hear about it and 
posted it all over Facebook,” he said. 
“They said there were 16 types of chem¬ 
icals there and the public stayed away. 

“The week before the carnival I had 
six meetings with either the council or 
the club to try to get it all sorted out. I 
was determined the carnival was going 
to keep going. I did everything I could.” 

Enfield Council issued a notice to 
stop work on the pitches last week, 
but the sports club was still allowed to 


function and the carnival went ahead as 
planned, although the fete was held on a 
nearby field. 

“I have been doing it since 2003,” said 
Mr Ashton. “It was the smallest parade 
and number of stalls I’ve ever had. 

“Normally, we have up to 800 mem¬ 
bers of the public. This year there were 
20. It was an absolute flop. Those who 
did come said they enjoyed themselves.” 

Half of the groups failed to turn up for 
the parade and six stalls also cancelled, 
but the event still raised £101 for the 
voluntary ambulance group that was on 
hand to provide first aid on the day. 

A council spokeswoman said the tem¬ 
porary stop notice was issued for work 
on the football pitches “to prevent unau¬ 


thorised depositing of material on the 
site and to control commercial vehicle 
movements associated with this”. 

Gary Brooker, chairman of the sports 
and social club, added: “We are work¬ 
ing with the council to get our fields 
back for the children to play football. 

“There has been some stuff. When we 
started, we had to put a cap over the 
land. That’s normal, particularly when 
we have come across glass and bricks.” 

He added that the pitches would be 
ready for the start of the club’s season - 
but that Enfield (1893) FC, who use the 
ground, had had to switch this week¬ 
end’s home FA Cup extra preliminary 
round game against London Tigers to a 
venue in Haringey. 


Now you can 
report pesky 
potholes online 

BROKEN pavements, blown 
street lights and damaging 
potholes can now be reported 
to the council online. 

The Report It button on 
Enfield Council’s website, 
www. enfield.go v. uk, allows 
eagle-eyed residents to ask for 
repairs 24 hours a day. 

A council team processes the 
reports, mostly about potholes, 
faulty street lights, overhanging 
bushes and cracked pavements, 
and sends an officer to survey 
the problem. 

If a repair is needed, it is 
usually carried out within 28 
days of the issue being reported. 

Achilleas Georgiou, deputy 
leader of the council, said: 

“This service is fantastic. If 
anyone sees a problem anywhere 
in the borough that needs 
attention, whether it is a 
pothole, or an issue with the 
street lights, pavements, bushes 
or trees, they just go online to 
the Report It section, fill in a 
few details and we do the rest.” 

If residents provide their 
details, they can then check on a 
repair’s progress using the 
reference number provided.

REVELATIONS that the council is eyeing a 
forgotten corner of an historic park as the 
potential site for a new primary school have left 
residents reeling. 

As part of Enfield Council’s primary expansion 
programme, proposals have been mooted to build 
a new two-form entry school beside tennis courts 
adjacent to Grovelands Park, in The Bourne, 
Winchmore Hill. 

According to a statement on its website, the 
council is also hoping to use an overgrown 
brownfield site beside the Priory Hospital 
currently owned by Thames Water. 

Although council bosses have stressed that at 
this stage the plans are merely “concept proposals”, 
residents living close to the park - which has 
been labelled “at risk” by English Heritage - are 
joining forces to block any development that 
might harm the landscaping of the green space. 

Planning bosses say that plans for the primary 
will see the school building designed to look like 
a “folly”, in keeping with surrounding buildings. 

But residents fear intensive development could 
ruin the parkland permanently . 

Retired publishing director Frank Farmer, 80, 
who lives in Queen Elizabeths Drive, opposite the 
proposed site, told the Advertiser. “It just doesn’t 


seem to be the ideal place to build a school. 

“The residents fully understand the need for 
more school places. We are all aware of the 
pressure on existing school places, but looking 
at this particular location there would be all 
kinds of problems.” 

Mr Farmer said that traffic congestion in The 
Bourne already causes commuter chaos during 
rush hour. 

“Eventually, there will be 400 children attend¬ 
ing the school and then, of course, you have 
teaching and support staff on top of that,” he said. 

“Where would they park? Where would the 
children be dropped off by their parents?” 

He added that a plan to build on virgin land 
made no sense when other disused buildings in the 
borough could be converted far more easily for 
teaching primary school children. 

The council’s cabinet member for children and 
young people Ayfer Orhan defended the plans to 
build on the land, saying: “The council has an 
opportunity to both improve its fantastic green 
spaces and provide additional school places that 
are needed in this area. 

“We have been listening to parents trying to 
access places in their most local primary schools. 

“By considering options for locating a school 
in Grovelands Park, we are showing our 
commitment to providing local schools for 
local children.”

More than 250 workers face losing their jobs

MORE than 250 workers could lose their jobs 
after retail giant Marks & Spencer announced it 
will be shutting its Enfield warehouse next year. 

The borough’s unemployment figures face 
another blow when the retailer’s distribution 
centre, in Bancroft Way, Brimsdown, shuts for 
good early in 2014. 

However, a spokeswoman from warehouse 
management company Wincanton, which runs 
the centre, told the Advertiser the company 
would do everything it could to find jobs in other 
centres for the under-threat workers. 

She added: “Should the proposal to shut the 
centre go ahead, the site will close in the first 
half of 2014, affecting 257 Wincanton employ¬ 
ees who are currently based there. 

“Both M&S and Wincanton wish to make it 
clear that this proposal is in no way a reflection 
of the commitment and contribution of the 
Wincanton team in Enfield whose performance 
has been exemplary throughout.” 

Despite the company’s assurances, the RMT 
union, which represents many of the centre’s 
workers, warned that the announcement was 
“grim news for Enfield and the surrounding area”. 

A union spokesman said: “At this stage we are 
awaiting further information from the company, 
but whatever the outcome we are fully commit¬ 
ted to fighting to protect our members’ jobs and 
standards of living.” 

He added: “Clearly, there is still a need to

distribute M&S products and RMT is working 
to ensure that staff have the opportunity to 
transfer to alternative employment within that 
distribution framework.” 

Stressing that the decision was part of an 
efficiency drive, a spokesman from Marks & 
Spencer said: “We have to reorganise our supply 
network and, as part of that work, we have made 
a proposal to close our warehouse in Enfield. 

“We will now work closely with the operator, 
Wincanton, its employees and other stakeholders 
to discuss the future of the site. 

“We understand that it will be an unsettling 
time for all involved and will do all we can to 
offer support throughout the process.”

Operation Cubo saw officers 
stopping cars being driven without 
insurance or not in accordance with 
the licence.

Commander Stephen Watson, who

Another man arrested 
as stabbing victim is 
released from hospital 


A FOURTH man has been arrested on 
suspicion of attempted murder after two 
men were found with stab wounds near a 
roundabout in Upper Edmonton. 

The 3 3-year-old man was arrested on 
Tuesday last week and has been released 
on police bail until September. 

Police were called to a slip road off the 
eastbound carriageway of the A10 near 
the Cambridge roundabout at about 
11.30pm on Saturday, August 3. 

They discovered two men who had 
been stabbed in the chest lying near the 
roundabout. 

Police believe the men may have been 
stabbed during a brawl in Whetstone. 


Officers received reports of a distur¬ 
bance there shortly after 11pm on the 
same night. 

The two wounded men were taken to 
the Royal London Hospital, in 
Whitechapel, east London, where one 
remains in a critical but stable condition. 

The second victim, a 30-year-old, was 
discharged from hospital last Wednesday 
and then arrested on suspicion of violent 
disorder. He has been bailed until a date 
later this month. 

Another 30-year-old man and a 25- 
year-old man arrested last Wednesday on 
suspicion of violent disorder have been 
bailed until later this month. 


Three other men, aged 31, 30 and 26, 
have been arrested on suspicion of 
attempted murder and all three have 
been bailed until next month.

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Bedroom blaze fuelled 
by sunshine on mirror 

INTENSE rays of sunlight hitting a 
vanity mirror that had been left on a 
window sill sparked a blaze in an 
Oakwood home last week. 

Two fire engines were called to a 
house in Lakeside on Tuesday after a 
woman walking her dog heard a 
neighbour’s fire alarm sounding. 

The residents were away on holiday 
and the fire brigade believe the blaze 
was started when intense rays of 
sunlight were focused by the mirror on 
to bedroom curtains, which subsequently 
caught fire. 

A London Fire Brigade spokeswoman 
admitted that this type of blaze breaks 
out “several times a year” in the capital. 

She added that such fires can be 
caused by mirrors, bottles, broken glass 
and even goldfish bowls left near 
windows. 

“Though the residents of the property 
are coming back to a burnt bedroom, 
the damage would have been a lot worse 
if a neighbour hadn’t heard the smoke 
alarm and dialled 999,” added the 
spokeswoman. 

“Smoke alarms will alert you, or your 
neighbours, to a fire quickly, enabling 
firefighters to put the fire out before it 
causes too much damage. Test your 
alarm every week and make sure your 
family and your neighbours know what 
to do if they hear it going off.” 

The fire was contained to the bedroom 
and did not spread through the semi¬ 
detached home.

Beware dangers 
of the internet 

ISN’T the internet wonderful? We can sit in 
comfort at home and visit faraway places and 
meet all manner of interesting new people. 

We can take out the aggression of a long day 
by ranting on a message board or get re¬ 
tweeted to thousands by insulting a celebrity. 

And therein lies the danger. To be on the 
receiving end of deeply personal jibes about 
your deepest insecurities is horrific.

□ IT has been ten long years 
since the first proposals were put 
forward to remove major services 
from Chase Farm Hospital, under a 
London, Barnet Enfield and 
Haringey Clinical Strategy. 

Quite a lot has happened in the 
meantime - including changes in 
hospital chief executives and health 
secretaries and two reviews by the 
Independent Reconfiguration Panel. 
There were massive marches, letters, 


petitions, tens of thousands ol 
responses to consultations against the 
proposals, with south Hertfordshire 
residents joining in, as traditionally 
at least 30 per cent of the patients at 
Chase Farm are from the area - but it 
has all been brushed aside. 

South Hertfordshire residents were 
not formally consulted because it is a 
London, Barnet, Enfield and 
Haringey Clinical Strategy. 

However, there is an obligation to 
consult persons to whom those ser¬ 
vices are being or may be provided. 

Hertfordshire representatives have 
undoubtedly been consulted but not 
the residents who use Chase Farm 
Hospital as their own. 

At the end of September, the Barnet 
Enfield and Haringey Clinical 
Commissioning Groups of GPs and 
two hospital trusts will be asked to 
provide written confirmation oi 
readiness to proceed to implement 
the proposed strategy this November. 

Conditions include four extra GPs 
and primary care centres in Enfield 
being in place before Chase Farm 
services are removed - but four are 
proposed for 2014/15 with one other 
identified as a possible site. 

Population numbers have proven 
to be vastly underestimated, while 
concerns over public transport and 
qualified ambulance staff are 
nowhere near being addressed.

Phil’s Underground musical dream 


BUSKING in some of London’s iconic squares 
and landmarks can be quite a lucrative gig for 
cash-strapped musicians.

A TEENAGER from Edmonton who swapped 
martial arts for music is basking in the glory of 
his latest classical coup de grace. 

Aspiring engineer Dency Dela Cruz is 
studying for A-levels in maths, further maths, 
physics and chemistry at Lea Valley High 
School in Bullsmoor Lane, Enfield, and had not 
picked up a violin until three years ago. 

But now he is so skilled that Dency led the 
National Orchestra For All’s annual performance 
at Warwick University earlier this month in front 
of a thousand people.

Dency’s passion for music was ignited three 
years ago by accident after his mother was 
horrified by his other big love - martial arts. 

“It is quite a funny story,” he explained. “My 
mum came to see a martial arts competition I 
was in. She saw all these kids being injured and 
said, ‘you’re absolutely not doing this any more’.” 

Admitting he saw the funny side of his mum’s 
fears, Dency revealed he was secretly pleased to 
have an excuse to start taking music seriously. 

“With music I can get away from all the 
academic stuff - it’s something so different,” he 
told the Advertiser. 

“And the sense of achievement you feel when 
you hear something on the radio or the internet 
and then can play it - it feels great.” 

Unlike with other youth orchestras which 
demand a skill level only possible with years and 
years of experience, National Orchestra For All 
selects musicians based on passion and attitude 
rather than flawless technique. 

Orchestra bosses were so impressed with 
Dency’s inspiring attitude that they gave him his 
own violin and private tuition. 

Dency wants to keep his music “a fun hobby” 
rather than try and carve out a career for himself 
in the industry. 

But the teenager is in no doubt that after his 
summer triumph he will be keeping up his 
practice if for no other reason than “it is a really 
good revision break”.

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Deaf kids in the swim

MORE than 60 children made a splash 
last week in a summer swimming school 
with a twist. 

The Take The Plunge swim school 
ran its first-ever fully British Sign 
Language assisted course at Waverley 
School, in The Ride, Ponders End. 

Aided by BSL expert Simone Rickard, 
from Enfield Disability Action, swim 
school manager Jackie Sycamore 
developed an intensive course to help 
both deaf children and those with no 
hearing problems to boost their 
confidence in the water. 

Jackie said the idea just “popped into 


her head” after a conversation with a 
parent of one her regular students. 

“It was something that was said to 
me by a parent about two years ago,” 
she said. 

“She is deaf and she told me that 
when she was a child the facilities to 
build confidence in the water with 
sign-assisted swimming classes were 
simply not there.” 

For the past two years, Jackie has been 
developing a way to create a course 
where disabled children could flourish. 

And this summer she launched the 
summer intensive course with deaf and 
other children learning how to swim side 
by side. 

“Swimming is a great leveller because 


in the water nobody can hear,” she 
explained. 

“It really is a level playing field. 

“And something like this is actually 
very empowering because all of the 
children realise, ‘I can do this on my 
own - this is something I can do without 
mum or dad helping me’.” 

Now the week of sign-assisted instruc¬ 
tion is over, Jackie says that some of the 
deaf children who enjoyed their time 
with Take The Plunge have signed up 
already for the weekly regular swim 
school sessions in September.

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Double yellow lines still off limits 


CALLS to allow drivers to park 
on double yellow lines have 
been dismissed by Enfield 
Council’s environment chief. 

Earlier this month, Secretary 
of State for Communities and 
Local Government Eric Pickles 
said that drivers should be 
allowed to park for free on 
double yellow lines in town 
centres for up to 15 minutes. 

Mr Pickles said this would 
help wrest trade from large, 
out-of-town shopping centres 


and back to town centres. 

Local government minister 
Brandon Lewis added: “Councils 
now need to play their part in 
reining back in the over-zealous 
culture of municipal parking 
enforcement. 

However, Enfield’s cabinet 
member for the environment 
Chris Bond told the Advertiser. 
“Double yellow lines are there 
for a purpose - they are there 
for safety and to allow free 
flow of traffic. 


“If you park on double 
yellow lines, then common 
sense would tell you that it 
becomes dangerous.” 

Mr Bond said that introducing 
such a scheme would risk 
people’s safety. 

But he added that the council 
is always open to reviewing 
the sites of double yellow 
lines if residents ask the local 
authority to look again at where 
a specific traffic restriction is 
located

Parking fees fall in 
bid to lure shoppers

ENFIELD Council is reducing car parking 
charges in a bid to encourage people to shop in 
the borough. 

The new tariffs will be brought in across all 
council-run car parks. 

The reduced charges mean that shoppers can 
park for between one to three hours and pay the 
same price as it currently costs to park for 
between one and two hours. 

Three to five hours will cost shoppers the same 
as it currently costs to park for four hours. 

On top of the price reductions, the council will 
introduce a new ticketless parking system at 
Palace Garden Shopping Mall car park, off 
Church Street, Enfield Town. 

Number plate recognition technology will 
register the details of cars parking in the multi¬ 
storey. On returning to their vehicle, shoppers 
then enter their registration number into a 
computerised system and can then pay without 
having to search for a ticket. 

However, the high-tech plans have been 
slammed by Enfield’s Conservative group, with 
deputy leader Joanne Laban saying that the 
council’s new scheme discriminates against 
disabled drivers. 

The Conservatives have said that because the 
technology does not differentiate between cars, 
then blue badge holders will be charged the same 
as all other drivers in the car park. 

“It seems incredible that they have not seen fit 
to have a no-pay list using blue badge holders’ 
registrations,” she said. 

“It’s a basic function and they should stop the 



introduction of this system until it works properly. 
Blue badge holders should be allowed to 
continue to park in a car park for free, like they 
have been able to up until now regardless of the 
payment system used. 

“The removal of free parking in car parks 
for blue badge holders is a blatant act of 
discrimination against Enfield’s disabled and 
most vulnerable residents.” 

But cabinet member for the environment Chris 
Bond says the new parking systems will boost 
trade in the town centres. 

He said: “These new parking tariffs will 
encourage people to stay for longer in our town 
centres, spend more money in our shops and give 
our traders a bit of a boost during this tricky 
financial period. 

“We are determined to support our traders, 
build up Enfield’s economy and help create an 
environment in which our businesses flourish and 
create jobs for our residents.”

A S A father of six children, I am aware 
how much harder it is getting for parents 
to protect children from viewing 
inappropriate online material - particularly 
of a violent and sexually explicit nature. 

This is why I am pleased to have played a 
part in the Prime Minister’s commitment to 
increase online child protection through a 
national campaign, aptly entitled Protecting 
Our Children. 

The campaign’s objectives are to help 
parents by installing family friendly filters 
and to stop child abuse images. 

This will be supported through boosting 
police action, backing the Internet Watch 
Foundation and ensuring there is one central 
database to pool intelligence. 

The Prime Minister’s campaign has in part 
stemmed from a parliamentary inquiry into 
online child protection, which I took part in 
last year. 

During the inquiry we found many children

were easily accessing websites that featured 
pornographic and extremely violent material. 

The impact this can have on children is 
major. It can affect the way they view sex and 
relationships, evoke in them an acceptance or 
glorification of violence and crime and change 
the way they view and treat their peers. 

I am pleased that internet service providers 
in Britain are engaging actively already on a 
major campaign to deter people who are 
searching for child abuse images. 

We need them to go a step further, however, 
to ensure that more support and signposting 
for internet safety education is provided for 
both parents and children. 

We must also look at how we can help 
protect our children on a personal level. 

We must confront the issue head on, 
speaking to children about what they are 
seeing online, putting in place parental 
controls where possible and holding each 
other to account for what we are watching.

I AM in my office, it’s 4am and I’m the night 
duty senior cover for north Fondon. The last 
three nights have been relatively busy - my 
phone has not stopped ringing about all manner 
of things, and it just reinforced to me how much 
Fondon is a 24/7 city. 

We are four weeks out from changes to the way 
we police in Enfield. 

The changes ensure that we are able to deliver 
policing within the government’s budget and 
that we are flexible to the challenges of this 
bright and vibrant city. 

Enfield has grown in complexity and every 
day we deal with incidents that used to be typical 
of inner Fondon. 

I’m very pleased that under the new model 
the police numbers in Enfield will increase 
significantly, by 85 officers. 

That is a massive investment and one I know 
will deliver better visibility across the borough 
and extra staff to target crime and antisocial 
behaviour to improve the experiences of both 
residents and visitors. 

We have already received new officers and 
Enfield now has 556 cops, which is nearly 80 
more than when I arrived almost 18 months ago. 
Our final target is 609 by 2015. 

On a less positive note, I’ve been looking at our 
figures for theft, namely snatch and pickpocketing, 
and there has been a very worrying increase in 
these types of offences despite our success in 
reducing the more serious offence of robbery. 

Experience shows that potential victims can 
really help prevent crime and I ask for your 
support with the following: 

Be aware of your surroundings, especially when 
using your phone in the street. It can easily be 
snatched from your hand when you’re distracted. 

Make sure you know the IMEI number for your 
phone and register it, as this will help us to trace 
it back to you if it is recovered. On smartphones, 
load the findmyphone app. We use these to track 
stolen phones with some success. 

Ladies, please close your handbag, do not 
leave it unattended under any circumstances and 
consider using a purse bell, which your local safer 
neighbourhood team can provide free of charge. 

Finally, once again, please follow us on Twitter 
at @MPSEn field.

Open-air Shakespeare was 
a real Midsummer dream

THE lawn of the house where Nell 
Gywn, infamous orange seller, actress 
and mistress to King Charles II, gave 
birth to the illegitimate son of the 
monarch is probably the best place in 
London to sit back, huddled under a 
blanket, and watch a tale of “how the 
path of true love never did run smooth”. 

Shooting Stars Theatre Company is 
currently performing its production of A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream on the tea 
lawn of Lauderdale House, in Waterlow 
Park, Highgate Hill - taking advantage 
of the stunning backdrop of the park 
and the intimate feeling of the lawn that 
is edged with crumbling red brick walls. 

The play centres on one night of 
mischief-making by creatures of the 
fairy realm. 

And as the wind rustled through the 
branches of the trees that act as a 
natural proscenium arch to the action, 
it was easy to imagine how the play - 
with its supernatural themes and kinky 
goings-on in the Athenian woods - 
would have raised goosebumps on the 
arms of the Elizabethan crowd that first 
gathered to watch it.

wholeheartedly into the play - but I 
suspect it had far more to do with the 
sheer skill of the actors. 

Each line was delivered with such 
attack and clarity that even the young 
children in the front row were rolling in 
the improvised aisles with laughter. 

With Shakespeare, I find that 
sometimes the actual meaning of the 
language becomes lost as the actors 
deliver each couplet so solemnly in 
their finest drama school diction that 


the music of the language drowns out 
the meaning of the words. 

But that wasn’t the case here. 

On top of that, every member of the 
cast managed to find some way to 
ditch the cliches about their characters. 

Ruth E Mortimer’s Tatiana was a 
feisty party girl, Matt Butcher brought 
a menacing cockney authenticity to 
bully-boy patriarch Egeus and Natalie 
Boyake, who played lovelorn Helena, 
had the audience eating out of the 


palm of her hand with her her funny 
and touching monologues and asides. 

Shooting Stars’ production of A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream is being 
performed on the lawn of Lauderdale 
House until this Friday.

Director fishing to find

PRODUCERS of a short film set in the 
Tottenham Marshes are looking for a local 
boy to play the lead character.

R esearch shows that 
children regress over the 
long summer holidays. 
Many parents of children 
approaching GCSE level should 
get in touch with their school 
and find out what texts they will 
be studying in English, so they 
can read them over the summer. 

One hour of reading every 
morning throughout the holi¬ 
days is essential - check it is 
being done and give rewards. 

Look back at your children’s 
old exercise books. Identify the 
common mistakes in spelling 
and grammar and work on 
these - say, five spelling words 
a week over the summer. 

Get your children to write 
down any teacher comments 
on their English work, how it 
should be improved and work 
on that. 

If there are no comments, 
complain to the school. How 
can you work together if there 
is no feedback? 

Of course, there should be a 
lot of praise in marking, too. 


Look through the work together 
and praise and reward your 
child for effort and what has 
been done correctly over the 
past year. 

Listen to CDs of books just 
above your child’s reading level. 



But also read together as 
you can only improve your 
vocabulary this way. The sen¬ 
tence structures and the vocab¬ 
ulary in books is much more 
complicated than in speech. 


Make sure your child builds 
up their vocabulary, too, noting 
any new words they come 
across and using them in con¬ 
versation. Five new words a 
week should be the minimum. 

Order magazines on whatever 
subject your child likes. The 
most important thing is that 
they are reading. 

If they ask for anything for a 
birthday or as a treat, ask them 
to write a whole A4 page 
explaining why they want it or 
need it. 

Make them revise it until it is 
perfect and explain that you 
work hard for your wages so 
they should have to earn treats 
by showing a willingness to 
work. Reward them with some¬ 
thing extra if their work is really 
good. 

And remember to praise any 
effort or achievement - five 
words of praise to every one of 
correction.

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T HE number of university stu¬ 
dents from across south-east 
England requesting private 
tuition has risen by more than 50 per 
cent in the last three years. 

That’s according to Nevil Chiles, 
who founded London-based tutor 
agency Kensington & Chelsea Tutors 
in 2002 and its nationwide online 
platform Webtutornet a decade later. 

He said: “We’ve seen a very clear 
increase, year on year, since 2010, 


University students seek addffional leg-up 


from both BA/BSc and masters 
students looking for extra tuition to 
top up their university education - 
and the trend is hard to ignore. 

“Clearly, the number of foreign 
students across the capital and 
Home Counties has increased over 
the past few years, but only by two 


to five per cent per annum. The 
proportion of enquiries we have 
had coming from those from over¬ 
seas has remained consistent at 25 
per cent. 

“This suggests, if replicated with 
other agencies, that students across 
the board are recognising the 


importance of getting a head start 
within the context of an increasingly 
competitive graduate job market.” 

Nevil added: “About 70 per cent 
are studying for a BA or BSc, with 
business and marketing, economics 
and law accounting for the lion’s 
share. 


“The male to female split has 
remained consistent at 50:50. 

“The majority of enquiries we get 
for private tuition are for GCSE and 
A-level subjects, predominantly 
chemistry, maths, history at GCSE 
level and economics, psychology 
and French at A-level. 

“But the proportion of university 
students requesting our services has 
grown to ten per cent over the past 
12 months.”

A WORK expert has spoken out in the 
debate about whether students have to 
choose between a university degree or 
a work-based apprenticeship. 

Dr Darryll Bravenboer, of Middlesex Univer¬ 
sity’s Institute for Work Based Learning, was 
speaking following the release of the Tomor¬ 
row’s Growth report by the Confederation of 
British Industry.

TWO goals from Liam Hope helped 
Enfield Town to get their Ryman Premier 
Division campaign off to the perfect start 
as they secured a thoroughly deserved 
2-1 victory at home to Metropolitan 
Police on Saturday 

The visitors were among the pre-season 
favourites for promotion, but they were 
decidely second best for much of the 
match as Town produced an excellent 
performance and had numerous chances 
to score more than the two goals which 
Hope netted on 20 and 64 minutes. 

David Knight pulled one back for Met 
Police with ten minutes remaining, but 
the hosts held firm with few alarms to 
secure all three points. 

“I was very pleased with the perfor¬ 
mance,” said manager Steve Newing. 
“For the first 75 minutes I couldn’t have 
asked for much more - apart from 
maybe being four or five ahead with the 
chances we created. 

“We probably had 12 or 13 good scor¬ 
ing opportunities over the course of the 
90 minutes and we looked very danger¬ 
ous going forward, but I thought we 
looked more solid defensively as well.” 

Tyler Campbell had the first real effort 
on goal for Town in the 11th minute as 
he latched on to a long ball forward and 
held off Max Fitzgerald’s challenge 
before unleashing a low shot which was 
turned around the post by visiting keeper 
Mo Maan. 

Summer signing Corey Whitely fired 
into the side netting from the resulting 
corner, while Adam Wallace failed to hit 
the target when he found himself clean 
through and Michael Ewang had a shot 
deflected narrowly wide. 

But the pressure eventually told as 
Town took the lead in slightly fortunate 
circumstances, with an attempted clear¬ 
ance deflecting off a defender straight 
into the path of an unmarked Hope - 
who made no mistake as he drilled a low 
shot into the net from just outside the 
six-yard box.

Hope at the double as 
Town start with a win

YOUNES KABOUL has expressed his relief at 
finally regaining full fitness after almost a year 
on the sidelines. 

The French international defender was an 
integral part of the Tottenham Hotspur side 
during the 2011-12 campaign, but he then suf¬ 
fered a serious knee injury against Newcastle 
United on the opening day of last season. 

Kaboul did eventually regain fitness in March, 
only to tear a thigh muscle before he had returned 
to action. 

But the defender believes that he has now put 
those problems behind him, and he made his 
comeback at White Hart Lane as a second-half 
substitute in Saturday’s friendly against Espanyol. 

“It’s been a long time for me since I last played,” 
he said. “It’s been a year now so I am fully happy 
to be back with the team. 

“I missed football so, so much. I was very 
angry when I tore my quad at the end of last 
season, but this summer I got myself right to be 
ready for this season and now I hope the injuries 
are behind me. 

“When you see your team struggling or winning 
you want to be with them. Win or lose, you want 
to be with them, and that was a big frustration. 

“I was in good form so I hope to be back 
even better than I was when I left. Now I feel fit, 
but I will have a good week again before the 
Crystal Palace game this weekend. I have to be 
ready for Sunday.” 

And Kaboul is optimistic about Spurs’ prospects 
for the coming campaign. 

“We are going to have to be in the top four this 
season,” he added. “Last season we missed it by 
hardly anything, so this year we have to be there. 

“The new signings are very good. This season 
is looking very good for us. Andre Villas-Boas 
[head coach] has done a magnificent job for the 
club. He broke Tottenham’s Premier League 
points record last season and this season will be 
even better for him and us.” 

Villas-Boas was equally pleased to see the 
return to action of Kaboul and fellow long-term 
injury absentee Sandro - who featured against 
Espanyol having been sidelined since January. 


He said: “To see Sandro and Younes back, play¬ 
ers who have been so important for the club, is 
amazing, bearing in mind their absence. 
“Particularly Younes, almost 12 months since 


he last played. He showed great strength of char¬ 
acter to come back at this level and it means we 
can count on him in one or two weeks, and we’re 
extremely happy with that.”
